Shoppers went to stores earlier and bought 
onhne more than before this Thanksgiving 
weekend, giving retailers a strong start to the 
holiday shopping season, data showed Sun- 
day 

Likely beneficiaries included retailers that 
have done a better job of combining their 
physical stores with their online and mobile 
channels into a seamless shopping experi- 
ence, analysts said, mentioning the likes of 
Wal-Mart and Macy’s. 

“The more you can make a shopper shop 
multiple channels, they are at least twice as

likely to be a loyal shopper and spend tons 
of money,” said Patty Edwards, chief invest- 
ment officer at Trutina Financial. 

Total spending for the weekend rose to 
$59.1 biUion from S52.4 billion last year, ac- 
cording to a survey from the National Retail 
Federation. An estimated 139.4 million adults 
visited U.S. stores and websites from Thanks- 
giving through Sunday, up from 13 1 million 
last year. 

In the latest sign of the growing impor- 
tance of Internet-based retailing, comScore 
Inc said Black Friday onUne sales topped 
Si billion for the first time, while IBM said 
online sales rose 16.9 percent year-over-year 
Saturday 

ComScore Chairman Gian Fulgoni said 
Cyber Monday onhne sales may reach 
S1.5 billion this year. That would be up 20 
percent from the corresponding day last year, 
though slower year-over-year growth than 


Thanksgiving and Black Friday 

Amazon.com was the most-visited retail 
website on Black Friday, and it posted the 
highest year-over-year visitor growth rate 
among the top five retailers. Wal-Mart was 
second, followed by Best Buy, Target and Ap- 
ple, comScore said. 

There are two extra days between Thanks- 
giving and Christmas this year and one more 
full weekend, so the opportunity for a lull be- 
tween the holidays is greater. 

‘A big Black Friday, it’s hard to read too 
much into that for the rest of the season,” 
Scott Tuhy vice president at Moody’s Inves- 
tors Service, said. 

Staying open on Thanksgiving became 
more widespread this year as retailers such as 
Target, Sears and Toys R Us joined in, while 
others including Wal-Mart and Gap either 
extended their operating hours or had more 
stores doing business. 


The Black Friday frenzy was not con- 
fined to the inside of the stores Friday, 
when police in Tallahassee, Fla., said 
two people were shot in a dispute over a 
parking space outside a Wal-Mart. 

Officers found two people injured 
who were taken to the hospital with in- 
juries that were not life-threatening. 

The shooting was just the latest spate 
of violence associated with the begin- 
ning of the hohday shopping season. 

The rush for discounted smartphones 
in a Georgia Wal-Mart on Thursday 
briefly turned into a melee with people 
pushing, pulling and ripping packages 
out of each other’s hands before workers 
restored order. 

On Friday in Texas, two customers 
inside a Sears got into a confrontation, 
with one man throwing a punch and the 
other pulling a gun, sparking a stampede 
that injured a third customer.

goans are so miserable sometimes. 'Vep, we made that 
list, too, snagging the sixth spot among most miserable 
cities, according to Forbes. 

This year, we also are No. 14 among America’s rudest 
cities and No. 24 on some fattest cities lists. 

Despite those issues, Chicago has rightfully been rec- 
ognized as the third-best burger city (Travel + Leisure), 
the fifth-greenest (Travel + Leisure) and fifth-most 
bike-friendly city (Bicycling magazine), and is home to 
Wicker Park, the fourth-best hipster neighborhood in 
America (Forbes). Other accolades include AAA’s dia- 
mond ratings for hotels, and Michelin stars and high 
Zagat scores for restaurants.

Chicagoans shouldn’t be alarmed 
if the city is left off lists, such as the happiest cities for 
young professionals, she said. 

“It’s like a horoscope,” Levit said. “It’s interesting but 
you wouldn’t make any decisions based on it.” 

The city has so much going for it along with its mag- 
nificent skyline, comedic talent and sports titles. Maybe 
we’re biased. After all, we know we’re the best.

Extra-alarm blaze 
Incinerates condos

A day after an extra-alarm fire tore through a 
Morgan Park condominium building, its oc- 
cupants sifted through the remains of their 
apartments, grabbing what they could as they 
pondered the future of their homes. 

Meanwhile, neighborhood residents have 
stepped in to help, hoping their donations 
will ease the transition for the displaced con- 
do owners. 

“I’m sad that I don’t have my home,” said 
Brigette Douglas, who has lived in the build- 
ing for about 15 years. “{Home] is where you 
can get peace. ... Now it’s gone.” 

The blaze started about 2:20 p.m. Saturday 
in the five-story condominium building at 
2030 W tilth St., fire officials said. The fire 
displaced about 64 residents, the officials 
said. 

The Chicago Fire Department is investi- 
gating the cause of the fire. 

Aid. Matt O’Shea, 19th, said that his office 
has received more than too calls and emails 
from people asking how they could help. The 
alderman held a meeting Sunday evening to 
take stock of the needs of the displaced con- 
do dwellers and give them a place to plan their 
next steps. 

“We are a very close-knit community to be- 
gin with, a community where neighbors look 
out for one another,” O’Shea said Sunday “I 
know tomorrow morning we will be returning 
phone calls saying, ‘This is what we need.’ ” 

News of the fire prompted Stephanie Posey,

president of the Southwest Morgan Park Civ- 
ic Association, to reach out to O’Shea’s office 
Sunday to find out how the association could 
get involved in any initiatives to assist the dis- 
placed condo owners. 

“It’s really upsetting that people lose their 
homes,” Posey said. “It makes you think what 
would happen if it would happen to you.”

Lawmakers could seek to overturn Gov. Quinn’s 
veto of a gambling expansion bill that could 
bring a casino to Chicago, and they might re- 
turn to a twice-failed idea to allow illegal immi- 
grants to receive driver’s licenses. 


Mayor scales back 
electronic billboard plans 

Amid concerns from aldermen that Mayor 
Emanuel’s latest budget-balancing venture 
would result in bright billboards invading 
Chicago’s residential neighborhoods, Emanuel 
has temporarily set aside that part of the pack- 
age to save his plan for electronic billboards 
along city expressways. The mayor’s office 
says the no-bid deal, which goes to a vote next 
month, would bring the city at least $154 million 
over 20 years.

Power grab divides Egypt 


D CAIRO Egyptian President Mohamed 
Mursi will meet senior judges Monday 
to try to ease a crisis over his seizure of new 
powers which has set off violent protests remi- 
niscent of last year’s revolution which brought 
him to power. 

Egypt’s stock market plunged Sunday in its 
first day open since Mursi issued a decree late 
Thursday temporarily widening his powers 
and shielding his decisions from judicial re- 
view, drawing accusations he was behaving like 
a new dictator. 

More than 500 people have been injured in 
clashes between police and protesters worried 
Mursi’s Muslim Brotherhood aims to domi- 
nate the post-Hosni Mubarak era after win- 
ning Egypt’s first democratic parliamentary 
and presidential elections this year. 


One Muslim Brotherhood member was 
killed and 60 people were hurt Sunday in an at- 
tack on the main office of the Brotherhood in 
the Egyptian Nile Delta town of Damanhour, 
the website of the Brotherhood’s Ereedom and 
Justice Party said. 

Egypt’s highest judicial authority hinted 
at compromise to avert a further escalation, 
though Mursi’s opponents want nothing less 
than the complete cancellation of a decree 
they see as a danger to democracy 

The Supreme Judicial Council said Mursi’s 
decree should apply only to “sovereign mat- 
ters,” suggesting it did not reject the declara- 
tion outright, and called on striking judges and 
prosecutors to return to work. 

Mursi would meet the council Monday, state 
media said. 


THE CONFLICT 

Dissension is rife in Egypt as thousands have 
hit the streets in recent days to decry what 
they call an undemocratic power grab by 
Mursi, who is his nation’s first president since 
longtime leader Mubarak was ousted amid a 
popular uprising. The Muslim Brotherhood, 
the Islamist movement that has become 
Egypt’s leading political force after being 
banned under Mubarak, has rallied in 
support of Mursi, its former leader. 


Mursi’s office repeated assurances that the 
measures would be temporary and said he want- 
ed dialogue with political groups to find “com- 
mon ground” over what should go in Egypt’s 
constitution, one issue at the heart of the crisis. 


D Human error led 
to strip club blast 

Human error is to blame in last 
week’s gas-fueled explosion that 
ripped through a strip club in 
Springfield, Mass., officials said 
Sunday. The blast, which injured 
at least 21 people, occurred after 
a utility worker inadvertently 
punctured a hole in a high- 
pressure gas line. 

D China lands plane 
on aircraft carrier 

China announced Sunday that 
it had landed a fighter jet on the 
deck of an aircraft carrier for the 
first time, but it may be years 
before the ship is fully operational. 
The U.S. Navy, with 11 carriers, is 
the only country that currently 
operates more than one. 




Uganda considers 
prison for gays 

Lawmakers in Uganda are 
preparing to vote on a new 
anti-homosexuality bill that 
proposes tough jail sentences for 
consensual same-sex behavior. 
Uganda’s maximum penalty 
would be life in prison. 


More than 100 
die in factory fire 

A fire ripped through a clothing 
factory near the Bangladesh 
capital of Dhaka, killing at least 
117 people and sending workers 
jumping out of the multistory 
building. At least 200 people 
were injured as they rushed to 
get out of the factory in Ashulia, 
police said.

Don’t ride 
the manatees 

D a Elorida woman photographed two 
months ago riding an endangered mana- 
tee in violation of state law was arrested Satur- 
day on misdemeanor charges, authorities said. 

The Pinellas County Sheriff’s office said 
deputies arrested Ana Gloria Garcia Gutier- 
rez, 53, without incident at her job at a Sears 
store in St. Petersburg on a warrant for violat- 
ing the Elorida Manatee Sanctuary Act. 

The arrest stemmed from reports Sept. 30 
that an unidentified woman had been seen 
touching and riding a manatee— which can 
grow up to 12 feet in length and weigh up to 
1,800 pounds— at Eort Desoto Park, a few 
miles from downtown St. Petersburg. 

PoUowing media coverage of her cavorting 
with the mammal, Garcia Gutierrez called the 
sheriff’s office two days later to turn herself in. 

She admitted the offense claiming “she 
is new to the area and did not realize it was 
against the law to touch or harass manatees,” 
the office said in a news release.

High: He won the 
1988 national title, 
took Notre Dame 
to nine consecutive 
New Year’s Day bowl 
games and to five 
Top-10 finishes in the 
AP poll. 

Low: In 1999, the NCAA placed the Irish on 
two years probation for extra benefits pro- 
vided to players between 1993 and 1999 by 
former Notre Dame student Kim Dunbar, as 
well as academic fraud that occurred under 
Holtz's successor, Bob Davie. 


Bob Davie 

( 1997 - 2001 ) 

High: Other than 
beating rival USC 
a few times, the 
biggest feather in 
Davie’s cap was tak- 
ing the team to its 
first BCS game. (The 
Irish lost, 41-9.) 

Low: One of the first orders of business after 
Davie took over as head coach: firing offen- 
sive line coach Joe Moore-who successfully 
sued the university for age discrimination. 


Tyrone 
Willingham 

( 2002 - 04 ) 

High: Willingham 
made history when 
he became the first 
African-American 
head coach at Notre 
Dame in any sport. 

Low: The Irish were 10-3 in their first 
year under Willingham, but he was 
fired after they finished 5-7 and 6-6, 
respectively, the next two seasons. 

Chariie Weis 

( 2005 - 09 ) 

High: He’s the only 
coach to take the Irish 
to two BCS games. 

Even though they lost 
both, that’s a lot of 
cash In Notre Dame’s 
pocket. 

Low: While Weis was leading the Irish, he also 
was embroiled In the New England Patriots’ 
Spygate debacle. This led some to ask how 
much of an “offensive genius” he really was. 


Brian Keiiy (2010-present) 

High: Kelly has done what his three Immediate predecessors could not: Give the Irish a 
shot at the national title. 

Low: In September 2010, a college freshman who accused a Notre Dame football player of 
sexually assaulting her committed suicide. A little more than a month later, student Declan 
Sullivan was killed when the hydraulic lift upon which he was standing while filming prac- 
tice toppled, and Sullivan did not survive the fall.

Blame it on love. After some protracted flir- 
tation, roguish mystery writer Richard Castle 
(Nathan FUlion) and keen NYPD homicide 
detective Kate Beckett (Stana Katie) are fi- 
nally exchanging pillow banter in the fifth 
season of “Castle.” 

And ratings for the ABC series, airing at 
9 p.m. Mondays, have never been better, as 
the comedy-romance-crime-procedural hy- 
brid is drawing a weekly average of 14. i mil- 
lion viewers this season. 

“I feel like it’s a new series entirely,” Katie 
says. “The tone is lighter now that the two 
characters are together. It’s a treat to go to 
work.” 

Fans of the shoty determined to come up 
with a cute pet name for the couple, have 
settled on the unfortunate “Caskett.” And the 
new intimacy means that in many scenes this 
year, Katie, 34, is wearing less clothing. 

“It’s a balancing act to make it sensual and 
keep it modest enough for network televi- 
sion,” she says. “The other element is I’m 
protective of the character. She’s the roman- 
tic lead, but I don’t want her objectified, 
especially since our audience is so heavily 
weighted with females.
